ON THE H I L L NEAR E L PASO, before 
Santiago de Cuba, Saturday, July 2, 
Monday via Port Antonio, Sunday, 
July 3, per Associated Press dis- 
patch boat Dauntless.—Four batter- 
ies of artillery, which were placed 
in position this morning, began the 
day with bombarding the San Juan 
quarter of Santiago and the Spanish 
position in front of our right. 


After a quarter of an hour's shell- 
ing, General Lawton's troops, who 
had been reinforced, pressed for- 
ward upon the enemy's left 
flank, 
ponring in an exceedingly hot fire, 
whifih was continued during the 
greater part of the afternoon. 


It is not intended to force the 
fighting before tomorrow, the pres- 
ent plan being to turn the Spanish 
left, taking the whole

ade and thus obtain a speedy en- 
trance into the Spanish stronghold 
of the city.

over which nuixieroris Red Cross 
flags were flying. The concentra- 
tion of the American britteries on 
what is now dubbed St. Grimes 
Hills, near our left center, was the 
result of a blunder made last night, 
in posting our guns so near the 
Sanish infantry entrenchments that 
they could not he properly sup- 
ported. 


The idea of cross artillery fire was 
peiforce abandoned, but the posi- 
tion occupied by the batteries on 
our right was not relinquished. 


The rifle firing at that point a t 
one time was as heavy as anywhere 
along the line yesterday. The Span- 
iards kept up-volley firing for fully 
an hour, but the deliberate spacing 
of our own shots showed that our 
m^n, as usual, were cool and effec- 
tive in their work. 


Later Admiral Cervera's fleet in 
the harbor suceeded in getting an 
approximate range angle of our ad- 
vance on the loft and sent in many 
stray shells which exploded close to 
the entrenchments. 


It was realized late yesterday that 
wo might have hard fighting today 
in order to maintain this advanced 
position around the large 
block- 
house, or so called fort. 


Strong 
entrenchments 
were 
thrown up there during the night. 


Thus far today the Spanish infan- 
try have let these works severely 
alone. 
Near this position 200 Span- 
ish soldiers and sixty-two officers 
were captured this morning. 
Both 
these and 2,000 prisoners, taken on 
the right, were marched to the rear 
during the forenoon. 
The expres- 
sion on all their faces was exceed- 
ingly sullen. 


The rumor that a prisoner turned 
upon a lieutenant of the Tenth cav- 
alrj»^ who had just turned him over to 
the guard and stabbed him, the 
guard taking immediate 
vengeance 
for the dastardly deed by filling the 
Spaniard with a bullet, is not con- 
firmed. 


There are many evidences of dis- 
loyal methods of warfare upon the 
part of the Spaniards 
yesterday. 
One of them was marked by a block 
house, over which the red cross flag 
was flying, on the road leading from 
General Shafter's quarters, on the 
Rio Sevilla to tho front, has been 
for two days infested at various 
points by sharpshooters who fired 
deliberately upon our wounded and 
upon our men who are engaged. 


It was supposed they had stolen 
through our lines on the right, tak- 
ing refuge in the hospitals. 
In the 
trenches caj^tnred by us many shells 
and explosive cartridges have been 
found. 


The impression appears to be well 
founded that tho Spanish 
losses, 
especially in dead, will 
i)robabiy 
amount to 3,000 killed and wounded. 


The losses of the Spaniards are 
much heavier than ours. 
In some 
of tho trenches the corp.ses lay in 
un])roken lines and occasionally two 
or three deep. 


It was not General Shafter's in- 
tention to attempt a general assault 
on the Spaniards today, unless our 
bombardment and General Lawton's 
oblique fire on our right developed 
an exceptional opportunity. 


The morning orders were to con- 
fine our principal operations to the 
dense of the positions which have 
been taken and reinsorcemonts for 
the whole line was sent forth early 
in the forenoon. 


The Second regular infantry was 
sent to the right, the Ninth Massa- 
cnusetts to the left and the Tbirty- 
tbird and Thirty-fourth Michigan to 
the center, in all about 2,000 fresh 
troops.

000,000 or 12,000,000 inhabitants; 
but practically the only Frenchmen 
there are military and civil officers. 
In the Phillipines the foreigners 
form only a fraction of one per cent, 
of the population. An American 
could not perform manual labor in 
that climate. Even in the Hawaiian 
islands the European population is 
very light, and excluding the Portu- 
gees it amounts to less than five per 
cent, of the total. The American 
belongs to the temperate zone.

The mule is at heart a 
commoner and is so regarded by all 
the armed servants of Uncle Sam in 
the field or out on the palm deserts. 
If a mule gets loose the fellow that 
captures him owns him. 
He is of 
course branded, but further than 
that there is no identifying him. 
It 
makes no 
particular 
differ- 
ence to what company, troop or regi- 
ment he is attached so long as he is 
in the service, and consequently 
there is a species of piracy going on 
at all times and the mule is the 
common prey. The Third Wiscon- 
sin, located east of this camp, has 
for a long time been short on mules, 
and the quartermaster has been 
sweating blood on that account ever 
since camp wa« struck at Tampa. 
In case a stampede is started and 
the mules stampeding happen to go 
in the direction of another regi- 
ment's mule corral there are always 
a number that will take advantage 
of the occasion to snap their tethers 
and join in with the noisy squad. 
It thus often happens that after 
there has been a stampede and the 
mules are rounded up, the ranks 
are found fully 
recruited 
from 
neighboring corrals and the minds 
and hearts of the quartermasters 
are put at ease. 
I^ast night, from 
all the information that can be 
gained, the Third Wisconsin quar- 
termaster deliberately planned and 
executed a mule stampede, but all 
his deep-laid 
plans were 
neatly 
foiled by "Baby Dad" of the Indi- 
ana corral, who knows a thing or 
two 
about 
mule 
whack- 
ing 
not 
as 
yet 
found

tinique, is as black as the ace of 
spades, and has seen service, ac- 
cording to his own accounts, in 
every campaign since the days of 
Herodotus, and looks it.

T l I K P A P E 
D E M O N S T R A T I O N . 


A great crowd which included 
nearly the entire population of the 
Ninth ward and many from other 
wards, 
assembled at 
the Pape 
works, on Hiííh street, at 'S o'clock 
Saturday afternoon to witness the 
unfurling of the huge flag which 
the 
employes 
had 
purchased 
to 
float 
from 
the 
magnificent 
flagstaff 
previously 
erected at 
the works. 
The pole is 160 'feet 
tall and the flag measures 26x40 
feet. 


The employes had taken a holiday 
and most of them spent the time at 
the factory, assisting in the prepar- 
ations for the patriotic event, and 
when the hour for the ceremonies 
arrived every detail had been at- 
tended to and no hitcli in the very 
interesting program occurred. 


The Wayne Tent band opened the 
ceremonies by playing several patri- 
otic airs. 
Then came the presenta- 
tion and the response by Mr. Pape ; 
the hauling of the bunch of bunting 
to the top of the polo ; the unfurling 
ceremony ; ' 'The 
Star 
Spangled 
Banner" by the band, and then the 
introduction of Judge Allan Zollars, 
the speaker of the day. The judge's 
address was a brilliant 
piece of 
patriotic oratory, in which he said 
he appreciated the honor of being 
called upon to address the employes 
of the Pape works, especially upon 
such an occasion. 
He referred to 
the patriotism of the laboring men, 
as evidenced by the x>romptness 
with which many of them have an- 
swered the call of their 
country in 
the war with Spain. 
He spoke of 
the beauty of the American 
flag, 
saying it was easy to love a banner 
like that, for its beauty would make 
men love it if they had aught of the 
sentiment of life in them.

they are our sons who have gone

one of the most patrioti© 
things in ; ;thft world to build up a 
home, to have that home conforth to 
otir best ideas of living, and thus 
to have influence on the city, the 
county, the state and indirectly up- 
on the life of the nation. 
But the 
flag will mean more than that ; it 
will say to other nations that we as 
a nation are the protectors of the 
weak and the oppressed, and that 
we stand ready to do what we can 
to lift up our brothers in other 
lands. 


' 'And there is more meaning than 
that. 
Our congress sits at Wash- 
ington, just as it did on the 6th day 
of last December, and yet how our 
ideas have grown in that time. The 
man who would have advocated the 
acquirement of territory at that 
time would have 
been branded as 
un-American, and as an enemy of 
the government. 
But we have out- 
grown that narrow 
idea, and if the 
fortunes of war shall 
place the 
Philippines within our power, and 
we shall find it impossible to estab- 
lish a republic 
there 
that 
will be 
capable of taking care of itself, and 
be an honor to the United States, 
then let us place ( )ld Glory there, 
and make it a part of this land. 
If 
we shall not be able to make of Cuba 
a nation capable of governing itself, 
then let Old Glory fly there and 
make it a imrt of ourselves. 


For over a century we have al- 
lowed the enemies of this country to 
maintain their outposts in our own 
door yard, and we 
have 
never 
offered opposition or force to re- 
strain them. 
When the cry was, 
'Fifty-four, forty or fight, ' we had 
no 
fight. We allowed 
England to 
get a key to onr western coast, in 
the Vancouver islands, and we must 
now procure a ke3'" to that other 
look that holds the position in the 
Pacific. 
We must annex the Ha- 
waiian islands as a war measure, 
and place that flig to float there. 
When we have added Porto Rico, 
Sandomingo, and all of the Greater 
Antilles and placed them all under 
the protecting care of Old Glory, 
we may say it is well done. 
What 
were our fathers' ideas when they 
went out in the 60's? 
They talked 
about giving back the slaves after 
the war, but when the war had 
ended they had cut the shackles 
from the feet of over a million 
slaves, and the policy of this people 
must now be, to spread out and to 
take advantage of the just results 
of the war. For it will be as it 
always has been, that westward, the 
star of the empire will take its way, 
and it will not be long till the United 
States has an equal footing with the 
other powers on the coast of Asia. 


There is another 
lesson to be 
learned from the old flag, and that 
is that when we have the next war, 
and when our grandsons go to the 
front, instead of our sons, it will not 
take months of preparation to get 
the boys into shape for the war. 
We will hâve been prepared for it 
before hand, and we will have had 
built a canal 
through 
which 
ovir 
ships may pass from one ocean to 
the other, without these long, dan- 
gerous trips around the horn. 


"When I marched down the street 
with the (i. A. R. on that day when 
the boys marched away to the war, 
I 
could not join in their gleeful 
songs and shouts, for 1 knew 
that 
they 
wont, 
some of them to their 
graves in the south land, for I had 
known in other years the horrors of 
battle strife, and the hardships of 
army life, and I felt keenly for those 
boys that day. 


' 'Now, I do not wish to detain you, 
for it is so warm, but there is just 
one thing 1 want to say to those of 
you who were not born under the 
folds of this old 
flag. 
That 
flag 
means more to you than the flag 
you left ; it means more than any 
flag that floats ; it means more that 
is higher and nobler and holier than 
any other flag in the world. 
I hope 
that that flag may never be taken 
down ; that it may always lly from 
our school houses asan object lesson 
to every boy and girl, to each child 
that is born into the world. 
Don't 
fold up the old Hag after the war 
is over. 
Let it lly from every roof, 
tree, yes, f r o m y ç u r 
churches; let 
Old Glory f fly from 
éVe^'ï)ossible 
place." 


At the close of Colonel Robertson's 
address the band played
